Off-Duty Military Personnel 
May Work in Essential Fields 


Military personnel, if they so desire, 
may obtain part-time outside employ- 
ment in certain activities essential to 
the national welfare, it was announced 
August 20 by the Department of De- 
fense. 

According to the Defense Depart- 
ment announcement, “the policy direc- 
tive points out that the imminence of 
the peak period in the canning indus- 
try in many areas may meet the cri- 
teria of the Department of Labor for 
certification in certain areas.” 

The N.C.A. had requested the De- 
fense Department to authorize military

New M-25 Intended To Cover 
Use of Cans for Full Year 


The can order, M-25, was amended by the National Production 


Authority August 23 to set a pattern of use of cans for 12 months 


beginning this October 1. 


The amended M-25 does not contain preference ratings for de- 
livery of cans. It cancels, as of December 31 of this year, any 


adjustments or exceptions which will not automatically terminate 


by that date. Canners seeking adjustment or exception will be 
required to apply again for the period following December 31. 


In issuing the amended order, NPA also announced plans for a 
program to increase — of cans.

Canners Covered only by GCPR May Sell at Any Price, Subject to Adjustment Later; 
Amendments Provide Adjustment, Extend Date, Add New Products to CPR 55 and 56 


GCPR, SR 51—The Office of Price Stabilization 
on August 20 issued Supplementary Regulation 
51 to the General Ceiling Price Regulation to 
provide an interim method of pricing for certain 
canned products still under the GCPR and for 


which ceilings under tailored regulations have adjustments of 


not been made effective. The 
purpose of this Supplementary 
Regulation is to authorize a pric- 
ing method which will permit 
prompt shipment and payment 
with respect to those seasonal 
products still covered by the 
GCPR pending their inclusion 
either in existing tailored regu- 
lations or in new tailored regu- 
lations. 

There are a number of ambiguities 
in the language of SR 51, but many 
of these have been clarified by the 


press release which was issued at the 
same time. 

Although the meaning of the word 
“cover” in Section 1 is not entirely 
clear, this section has been interpreted 
to mean that a canner may price un- 
der SR 51 until such time as ceiling 
prices under the applicable tailored

CPR 55 anp 56, Ampt. 3—The effec- 
tive dates of CPR 55 and 56, covering 
the packs of certain vegetables and 
fruits of the 1951 pack, were extended 
to September 1 by Amendment 3 to 
CPR 55 and Amendment 3 to CPR 56, 
issued by the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion August 23. The text of Amend- 
ment 3 is reproduced on page 310. 


CPR 55 ANͤ 56, Ampt. Effective 
September 1 or such earlier date as 
a canner may select, CPR 55 will be 
made effective as to canned lima beans, 
beets, carrots, sweet corn, tomatoes, 
tomato juice, and all snap beans; 
and CPR 56 will be made effective as 
to canned fruit and berry nectar, blue- 
berries, strawberries, other berries, 
plums, prunes, figs, grapes, freestone 
peaches, and pears except in Cali- 
fornia. These products were added to 
CPR 55 and 56 by Amendments 4, 
issued by the Office of Price Stabiliza- 
tion August 23. 


CPR 55 AND 56, AmMpT. 2—The Office of Price 
Stabilization on August 21 amended the ceiling 
price regualtions for the 1951 pack of canned 
vegetables, CPR 55, and canned fruits and ber- 
ries, CPR 56, to include provisions for individual 


price ceilings calculated under 
the regulations. Amendment 2 
to CPR 55 and Amendment 2 to 
CPR 56 add to the regulations 
the Section 8 provisions which 
each of these regulations indi- 
cated would be inserted by later 
amendment. 


The adjustment amendments, which 
became effective on the date of issu- 
ance, are the same for both regula- 
tions. They set out in general terms 
the circumstances under which an in- 
dividual canner may apply for adjust- 
ment of his ceiling prices, the infor- 
mation which must be submitted with 
the application, and the factors which 
will be considered by OPS in passing 
on the applications. The new Sections 
8 are too general in their terms to in- 
dicate the policy position of OPS with 
respect to the granting of individual 
adjustments or the practical signifi-

Attendance Exceptionally High 
At Canners Technicians Schools 


Exceptionally large classes attended 
each of the two regular technicians 
schools for special training in the 
Howard mold count this year. 

At the school conducted by the In- 
diana Canners Association, held at 
Purdue University, Lafayette, Ind., 
July 18-28, there were 105 students. 
They represented 42 canning firms 
and came from five states. 


At the school conducted by the Asso- 
ciation of New York State Canners, 
Inc., held at the experiment station at 
Geneva, N. Y., August 1-10, there were 
53 students employed by 28 canning 
firms from three states. 


Previous largest enrollments were 
70 for the Indiana school and 49 for 
the New York school. 


Instruction at both schools was 
given by representatives of the re 
search departments of the National 
Canners Association, the American 
Can Company, and the Continental

CONGRESS 


Defense Act Appropriations 


The House on August 20 refused 
to approve appropriations for the De- 
partment of Agriculture and Depart- 
ment of Interior, among others, to 
carry out their functions under the 
Defense Production Act of 1950, as 
amended. 


By a voice vote of 114 to 75, the 
House eliminated from the Supple- 
mental Appropriations bill, H. R. 5215, 
funds totaling $9,640,000 to support 
Defense Production Act functions of 
USDA, Interior, the Federal Security 
Agency, Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, and the Justice Department. 


Representative Cotton (N. H.), who 
offered the amendment to strike out 
funds for these agencies, is a member 
of the House Appropriations Subcom- 
mittee which handled the Administra- 
tion’s request for funds for emergency 
agencies. 


In sending the bill to the Senate, the 
House approved $1,850,000 for the 
Office of Defense Mobilization; $2,- 
800,000 for the Defense Production 
Administration; $2,750,000 for the 
Defense Transport Administration; 
$39,450,000 for the Commerce Depart- 
ment, of which $30,000,000 is intended 
for the National Production Author- 
ity; and $75,000,000 for the Economic 
Stabilization Agency, including the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 


The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee had considered Administration re- 
quests totaling $262,409,000 for de- 
fense functions of the government but 
had recommended only $194,090,000, a 
reduction of $68,319,000. The recom- 
mended appropriations would have in- 
cluded $290,000 for USDA instead of 
the $5,100,000 requested, and $100,000 
for the Defense Fisheries Administra- 
tion instead of the $250,000 requested. 


Of these two agencies, the House 
Appropriations Committee said: 


“Department of Agriculture. This 
department, through its efforts to ex- 
pand and correlate agricultural pro- 
duction, has become the hub of all 
the defense effort. Both our military 
=e our civilian 7 rest on an 

adequate supply of foods and their 
proper distri ution. Every indication 
is that the Department is fully dis- 
charging its defense responsibilities.

“Defense Fisheries Administration. 
The amount of $100,000, a reduction 
of $150,000 in the budget estimates, 
is recommended. The committee is 
apprehensive in approving even this 
amount and will in the future expect 
a better justification for this program 
being placed in the defense category.” 


Agriculture Appropriations 


Congress this week completed ac- 
tion on the Agriculture Appropria- 
tions bill, H. R. 3978, providing $802,- 
988,626 for USDA for the fiscal year 
1952, which began July 1 of this year. 


This amount exceeds the appropria- 
tions of $772,899,700 for the fiscal 
year 1951 and is below the $820,- 
— requested by the Administra- 
tion.

personnel, when off duty, to engage 
in food processing and farm work 
during the remainder of 1951 (see 
INFORMATION LETTER of June 16, page 
235). 

Henceforth, it was announced, local 
commanders are authorized to permit 
military personnel to engage volun- 
tarily in certain part-time agricul- 
tural and industrial work while on 
pass, leave, or while off duty. 

However authorization by local com- 
manders for military personnel to en- 
gage in such work is dependent upon 
certification by the appropriate Public 
Employment Service Office of the ex- 
istence of a local labor shortage 
emergency and that such employment 
will not interfere with the customary 
employment and regular engagement 
of civilians in the same work. 

The certification by the Public Em- 
ployment Service Office will be made 
in accordance with standards and pro- 
cedures set up by the Labor Dept. 

The Defense Department policy di- 
rective stresses that passes or leaves 
will not be granted solely for that 
purpose. It emphasizes that the per- 
formance of the work will not involve 
expense to a military department and 
that permission will not be granted 
if the quantity of the work performed 
or the effort expended in such work 
impairs the efficiency of personnel in 
performance of military duties.

DEFENSE 


CPR 61, Export Pricing 


Provisions of the export regulation, 
CPR 61, affecting sales made after 
July 30 and completed before August 
26 were clarified August 20 by the 
Office of Price Stabilization. 


In all such sales, OPS said, the seller 
is granted the option of pricing either 
under CPR 61 or any other applicable 
regulation, including the GCPR. 

OPS also restated the provision that 
all sales made after July 30 for de- 
livery after August 26 are subject 
to CPR 61, and that filing of markups 
under CPR 61 must be made within 15 
days after first sale of commodity or 
product line. A seller may file mark- 
ups determined under CPR 61 prior to 
a sale under that regulation.

regulation for items being priced are 
effective as to that canner. For ex- 
ample, a canner who has not as yet 
started pricing under CPR 22, the 
mandatory effective date of which has 
been extended indefinitely, may elect 
to employ the adjustable pricing tech- 
nique provided by SR 51 until such 
time as ceilings figured under CPR 22 
become effective. However, those who 
have put CPR 22 into effect must con- 
tinue to employ that regulation. 


[The effective dates of Ceiling Price 
Regulations 55 and 56 which cover the 
1951 packs of green peas, light sweet 
cherries, red sour pitted cherries, dark 
sweet cherries and apricots have been 
extended from August 20 to Septem- 
ber 1, 1951. Canners may, therefore, 
elect to price these products under 
SR 51 until September 1.] 


It is clear that a processor may 
sell, deliver and receive payment for 
any item for which the adjustable 
pricing technique is available under 
SR 51 either at his current GCPR 
price, or at a higher price agreed upon 
with the buyer. 


If he sells at his GCPR price he is 
not required to make any agreement 
for contract price adjustment or re- 
bate. 


If the processor elects to sell under 
SR 51 at a contract price higher than 
his GCPR price, he must agree that 
the final price will be the contract 
price or the ceiling price under any 
tailored regulation which subsequently 
becomes effective, whichever is lower. 
In the event payment has already been 


received the difference between the 
contract price and any such lower 
ceiling price must be rebated. 


SR 51 was effective on August 20, 
the date on which it was issued. Fol- 
lowing is the full text of SR 51:

Pursuant to the Defense Production 
Act of 1950, as amended, Executive 
Order 10161 (15 F. R. 6105), and Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Agency General 
Order No. 2 (16 F. R. 738), this Sup- 
plementary Regulation 51 to the Gen- 
— — Price Regulation is hereby 
ssued. 


STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS 


Production of seasonal packs of 
canned and frozen fruits, berries and 
vegetables, the juices thereof, and 
canned soups is now at its peak. It 
is necessary for processors of these 
products to move their production into 
normal channels of distribution in 
order to relieve shortages of ware- 
house space of individual processors 
and to receive payment for their cur- 
rent production to finance production 
of later packs. Issuance or amend- 
ment of tailored regulations coverin 
all of these products has been — 
by various causes and accordingly, it 
is necessary to authorize a pricing 
method which will permit prompt ship- 
ment and payment with respect to 
these seasonal products pending either 
the inclusion of these products in ex- 
isting tailored regulations or the is- 
suance of further tailored regulations 
for these seasonal products. Specific 
action fixing ceiling prices by tailored 
regulation will be taken under the 
Defense Production Act, as amended, 
as soon as possible. When a particular 

roduct is covered by a specific regu- 
ation, the temporary 1 — given 
by this ay regulation is 
automatically revoked for that prod- 
uct. 


The temporary pricing method au- 
thorized by this supplementary regu- 
lation permits the processor to sell at 
a price agreed upon between him and 
his buyers. However, the processor 
must agree with his buyer that the 
final sales price will be either the 
contract price or the subsequent ceil- 
ing price for the item, whichever is 
lower. Also, the seller must agree to 
refund to his buyer the difference be- 
tween the two prices, if the subse- 
quent ceiling price is lower than the 
contract price, and if payment has 
been made. 


In the judgment of the Director 
of Price Stabilization the provisions of 
this supplementary regulation are 
generally fair and equitable and are 
~ effectuate the purposes 
of the Defense Production Act of 
1950, as amended. So far as practi- 
cable, the Director has given due con- 
sideration to the national effort to 
achieve maximum production in fur- 
therance of the Defense Production 
Act of 1950, as amended, to prices 

revailing during the periods named 
n Section 402 of the Act, and to rele- 
vant factors of general 1 

This regulation is issued to meet an 
emergency problem. Prior to the is- 
suance of this regulation, the Director 
consulted with representatives of the 
industry and has given consideration 

their recommendations.

AMENDMENT FOR INDIVIDUAL 
ADJUSTMENTS 


Pursuant to the Defense Production 
Act of 1950, as amended, Executive 
Order 10161 (15 F. R. 6105), and Eco- 
nomic Stabilization Agog General 
Order No. 2 (16 F. R. 738), this 
Amendment 2 to Ceiling Price Regu- 
lation 55 (56) is issued. 


STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS 


This amendment is issued to pro- 
vide a method for adjustment of indi- 
vidual ceiling prices. This regulation 
uses a formula pricing method which 
uses for all products under the regu- 
lation, a base period in the year 1948. 
That year was selected because it is 
considered to be the latest period most 
representative of normal competitive 
conditions for the canning industry. 
Nevertheless, when this selection of 
the base period year was made, it was 
recognized that some price dislocations 
and distortions did exist in 1948 in 
the industry in different areas and 
for different products. For this reason 
it was announced in the Statement o 
Considerations when this regulation 
was issued that provision is necessary 
for adjustment of individual ceiling 
prices to meet the particular problem 
resulting from the dislocations exist- 
ing in 1948. In accordance with that 
announcement, this amendment is 
issued, 

Insofar as practicable, the Director 
of Price Stabilization has consulted 
informally with industry representa- 
tives concerning this amendment. 


AMENDATORY PROVISION 


Section 8 is amended to read as 
follows: 


Sec. 8. Individual Adjustment of 
Processors’ Ceiling Prices. 


(a) Who may apply. If, as a result 
of abnormal price relationships in the 
base period, your ceiling prices gen- 
erally as calculated under this regula- 
tion, are substantially out of line with 
the ceiling prices of your most closely 
competitive sellers of the same class 
when your relative prices are com- 
pared with the normal relationship 
which existed during the period from 
1946 to 1950, — may apply to the 
Office of Price Stabilization, Washing- 
ton 25, D. C., for adjustment of your 
ceiling prices. 


(b) Information to be submitted. In 
filing an application for adjustment 
under this section, you shall submit 
the following information: 


(1) For all items of the product 
which you process 


(i) A description of each of the 
items 


(ii) Your ceiling prices as caleu- 
lated under this regulation 


(iii) Your base prices 


(iv) Your selling prices as of the 
date of application 


(v) Your requested ceiling prices 


(2) The names of three processors 
most closely competitive with you and 
whose operations are most comparable 
to your operation. Indicate which of 
the items are processed by each com- 
petitor. 


(3) Price lists to show the relation- 
ship of your selling prices to your 
competitors’ prices during the past 
five years. If you do not have or can- 
not obtain your competitors’ price 
lists, state the reason why. 


(4) A statement why the base 
period is not representative of your 
operations, what period would be rep- 
resentative and why. 


(5) The number of cases of each 
item of the product packed each year 
during the years 1946 through 1950, 
and your estimated number of cases 
for 1951 (or the actual number if 
your pack is completed), and your 
total case volume of production of all 
processed fruits, berries and vege- 
tables in each such year. 


(6) Your company balance sheets 
and profit and loss statements for the 
years 1946 through 1950, or for such 
of those years in which you packed 
processed fruits and berries or vege- 
tables. 

(7) A P profit and loss 
statement for 1951 computed on the 
basis of your 1950 volume and your 
current 2 except that 1951 
volume shall used for those prod- 
ucts where the 1951 pack has been 
completed. 

(8) Your basic wage rates for un- 
skilled male and female labor for the 
years 1948 and 1951. 


2 The cost to you of the raw ma- 
terial per ton (or other unit of pur- 


chase), delivered at the factory, for 
the years 1948, 1950 and 1951. 


In projecting 1951 profit and loss 
statements, your costs for the raw ag- 
ricultural materials listed in Table II 
(Table III) shall not exceed those re- 
sulting from the applications of the 
maximum permit increases set 
forth in that table; and your costs 
for labor shall not exceed your wage 
rates authorized and effective under 
the regulations of the Wage Stabiliza- 
tion Board. 


You shall submit such further in- 
formation relating to your applica- 
tion for adjustment under this sec- 
tion as may be uested by the Office 
of Price Stabilization. 


(c) Factors to be considered in mak- 
ing individual adjustments. In mak- 
ing any adjustment under this section, 
oe lowing factors will be consid- 
ered: 


(1) The degree of abnormality of 
applicant’s base prices. 


(2) A comparison of price relation- 
ships, item by item, between applicant 
and his most closely competitive sellers 
of the same class from 1946 to date. 


(3) Total unit costs of processing. 


(4) A comparison of applicant’s pro- 
jected earnings based upon existing 
ceiling prices with 1946-49 earnings. 


(5) The amount of adjustment un- 
der section 402(d) of the Defense Pro- 
duction Act, as amended. 


(d) Action to be taken by Director 
of Price Stabilization. The Director 
of Price Stabilization may upon filing 
of a petition under this section adjust 
(upward or downward) any or all of 
— 1 prices for the produet for 
which he seeks adjustment. Such ad- 
justments will be made upon the basis 
of the standards set forth in para- 
graph (e) above and will be in ac- 
cordance with the purposes and re- 

uirements of the Defense Production 

ct of 1950, as amended by the De- 
fense Production Act Amendments of 
1951. Any adjustment made under 
this section may be revised or revoked 
at any time by the Director of Price 
Stabilization. 


(e) During the consideration of any 
application under this section, t 
Director may authorize the applicant 
to agree with purchasers from him 
that any deliveries made during the 
pendency of the application shall be 
at the price determined by the dis- 
position of the application.

EXTENDING TIME FOR FILING REPORTS,

Pursuant to the Defense Production 
Act of 1950, as amended, Executive

eral Order No. 2 (16 F. R. 738), this 
Amendment 3 to Ceiling Price Regula- 
tion 55 (56) is hereby issued. 


STATEMENT OF CONSIDERATIONS 


This amendment to Ceiling Price 
Regulation 55 (56) extends the effec- 
tive date of the regulation from Au- 
gust 20, 1951, to _ 1, 1951 or 
such earlier date between July 31, 
1951 and September 1, 1951 as a —— 
essor may select. The time for filing 
reports under the regulation is also 
extended to September 1, 1951 or 5 
days after the item is offered for sale, 
whichever is later. 

This action is taken because repre- 
sentations made to the Director of 
Price Stabilization by a substantial 
group of processors in different parts 
of the country make it plain that addi- 
tional time is necessary to collect per- 
tinent data. In view of the urgent 
character of this action, further con- 
sultation with representatives of the 
industry was deemed impractical. 


AMENDATORY PROVISIONS 


Ceiling Price Regulation 55 (56) is 
amended in the following respects:

DFO 5 Establishes Procedure 
For Construction Applications 


Defense Food Order 5, establishing 
procedure for filing applications for 
authorized construction schedules and 
allotments of controlled materials for 
construction of agricultural and re- 
lated projects, was announced August 
22 by Secretary Brannan. 


The order applies to authorizations 
and allotments for construction (1) on 
farms, including farmsteads; (2) of 
food and fiber production and proces- 
sing facilities; and (3) of wholesale 
food distribution facilities. It covers 
the issuance of authorized construc- 
tion schedules, allotments of steel, 
copper, and aluminum, and priority 
ratings to obtain other necessary ma- 
terials and equipment for construc- 
tion in these agricultural and related 
fields. 


Defense Food Order 5 is designed 
to implement orders and regulations of 
the National Production Authority 
controlling the use of critical ma- 
terials in construction and providing 
for allotments of such materials to 
essential construction. NPA has dele- 
gated to USDA authority to issue au- 
thorized construction schedules and re- 
lated allotments for farm construction 
and the construction of food and fiber 
processing and wholesale food distri- 
bution facilities. Through quarterly 
program determinations, the Defense 
Production Administration issues to 
the Secretary of Agriculture allot- 
ments of critical materials for con- 
struction. These are in turn allotted 
by the Department for essential con- 
struction in the fields of food produc- 
tion, processing and distribution. 

Under DFO 5, applications for con- 
struction authorization, in the fields 
where the Department of Agriculture 
has responsibility, should be filed with 
the State or Insular Production and 
Marketing Administration office in the 
state or insular area where the con- 
struction is to be performed. State 
PMA committees will forward the ap- 
plications to the PMA office in Wash- 
ington for final action. All applicants 
will receive written notification con- 
cerning action by PMA on their appli- 
cations. Applications for adjustments, 
exceptions, and appeals should be filed 
with the Office of Materials and Facili- 
ties, Production and Marketing Ad- 
ministration, U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C. 
Such appeals will be handled in ac- 
cordance with provisions of Defense 
Food Order 4, effective August 2, 1951.

Can Order, M-25 
(Concluded from page 305) 


This would be accomplished by alloca- 
tion of between 4,000,000 and 4,400,000 
tons of steel for can production from 
October 1, 1951, through September 
30, 1952. This would be more than 
the can manufacturing industry has 
ever used in any previous 12 months, 
NPA said. 


The amendment puts the operation 
of M-25 on a 12-month basis instead 
of a quarterly basis, NPA said, “to 
provide more flexibility in meeting 
seasonal can requirements and to per- 
mit long-range planning.” 

The amendment divides all uses of 
cans by canners into three groups and 
sets a rate of use for each product. 
The products allowed unlimited use of 
cans will be packed only in conform- 
ance with the materials specifications 
of the order. 

Unlimited use of cans is permitted 
for all “perishable” canned foods. 
Generally, the products formerly un- 
der a 100 percent quota have been 
reduced to 90 percent, and products 
formerly under 75 percent quota have 
been reduced to 70 percent. Signifi- 
cant among such products are dry 
soaked beans of all varieties, nonsea- 
sonal soups, fruit nectars, chili con 
carne with beans, and catsup, chili 
sauce, and tomato sauce repacked from 
metal containers, and most fish. 

For products under quota, the rate 
of use on a quarterly basis will be 
proportionate with use during the cor- 
responding quarter of the base year. 
As before, canners will be permitted 
to “carry over” unused cans from one 
quarter to the next; and once a base 
year—1949 or 1950—is selected for a 
product, that year remains the base 
year. 

The following products are not 
listed in the order and presumably 
cannot be packed in cans: Abalone, 
alewives, meat balls, and quinces. 
Chicken broth has been added. The 
order also permits unlimited packing 
of fruit cocktail, mixed fruits, and 
fruit salad made with canned mara- 
schino cherries as well as with canned 
pineapple and/or canned apricots. 

The new M-25 does not become effee- 
tive until October 1. Copies of the new 
order will be mailed to members as 
soon as they are available. 

NPA said that the change from the 
two-group system A“ and “B” pref- 
erence to the three-group method is 
being made “to classify more definitely 
the essentiality of various can uses 80 
that their needs will be met in ac- 
cordance with their importance.”

Farm Machinery Requirements 


Farmers need 15 percent more new 
farm machinery than they received in 
1949 and they require 20 percent more 
repair and replacement parts than 
were available to them in the same 
period, according to a survey recently 
made by the U. 8. Department of 
Agriculture. The trend toward use of 
heavier machinery accounts for a ma- 
jor proportion of the increase. 


The results of the study are being 
used as the basis for determining 
1952 farm machinery requirements 
for presentation to the defense pro- 
duction agencies. 


PROCUREMENT 


Canned Tomatoes for USDA 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture on August 20 announced an offer 
to buy for use in the National School 
Lunch Program approximately 350,- 
000 cases (basis 24/2’s) of canned 
tomatoes from the 1951 pack. Offers 
will be considered on No. 2, No. 2% 
and No. 10 can sizes, but No. 10’s are 
preferred. The purchase will be made 
on a competitive bid basis. 

Invitations to offer canned tomatoes 
for school lunch use, including de- 
tailed specifications, have been mailed 
to all known tomato canners. Offers 
should be submitted to the Fruit and 
Vegetable Branch, Production and 
Marketing Administration, USDA, 
Washington 25, D. C., by September 
19 for acceptance not later than Sep- 
tember 26. 


Tomato Products for USDA 


The U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture on August 22 announced an offer 
to buy for use in the National School 
Lunch Program approximately 190,000 
cases (basis 6/10’s) of canned tomato 
paste and/or canned tomato puree 
from the 1951 pack. The purchases 
will be limited to No. 10 size cans and 
will be made on a competitive bid 
basis. 

Invitations to offer canned tomato 
paste and/or canned tomato puree for 
school lunch use, including detailed 
specifications, are now being mailed 
to all known processors. Offers should 
be submitted to the Fruit and Vege- 
table Branch, U. S8. Department of 
Agriculture, Washington 25, D. C., by 
September 21, for acceptance not later 
than September 28.

INSPECTION 


Fresh and Frozen Shrimp 


Notice is given in the Federal Reg- 
ister of August 22 that the Federal 
Security Administrator proposes to 
issue regulations covering the inspec- 
tion of fresh and frozen shrimp. The 
regulations would expand the sea food 
inspection service, which already 
covers canned shrimp, to the proces- 
sing of shrimp in any of the following 
forms: Raw headless (which may or 
may not be deveined), iced or frozen; 
cooked peeled, iced or frozen; com- 
pletely peeled or deveined, which may 
or may not be battered and breaded 
before freezing, or partially peeled de- 
veined shrimp battered and breaded 
and then frozen. 
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
